So it Is not surprising*tha.t 
strolling along the cobbled thorough- 
fares of this old quarter, one should 
find amid the grimy relics of past 
achievements, proofs of a positive pro- 
gresslvlsm such as "Votes for Women'* 
posters and notices calling'upon the 
populace to "Abandon the eight-hour, 
day. which means French commercial 
Inferiority." 


Proud «f N*w Institution. 


What does take one's breath is to 


find a "Municipal Library of Belle- 
ville" whkh might have been brought 
over Intact from America so complete 
ind so modern is Its Installation and 
equipment. Outside, the little clap- 
board structure Is not Imposing; It is 
an old refugee hut from Reims, trans- 
ported to Belleville In sections and 
given to the quarter by the( ministry 
of the liberated regions. 
Once in- 


side, the MSitor might easily imagin* 
himself in the library at Belleville, N. 
J., instead of Belleville, Paris, until h* 
looked at the books or spoke to the 
librarian. Then he would find that 
Belleville's "American library" was 
mostly French except for th* Idea. 


But Belleville never would admit it. 


Belleville is affecting a sturdy Ameri- 
canism these days. It is proud of its 
library and nothing could more effec- 
tively disturb its pride than the sug- 
gestion that it* "American library" is 
not the real thing. Take Pere Tiget'a 
word for It. I found him browsing at 
the shelves. 


"Very fine, little library" I said, by

"They're not," said Pere Tiget, "but

This is an American library. Carnegie 
and some other Americans are giving 
us a chance to get books," he went on.
